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Yuichi Kadota: Three Ranunculus Species (Ranunculaceae) Newly Naturalized to 
Japan and R. acris subsp. acris 


Summary: Three species of Ranunculus 
(Ranunculaceae) are reported to be newly natura¬ 
lized to Japan. Ranunculus parviflorus L. was 
found at Tama, Tokyo Pref. Ranunculus 
lanuginosus L. and R. polyanthemos L. were 
collected from Sapporo, Hokkaido. Records for 
R. acris subsp. acris, a native of Europe, are 
currently increasing in Hokkaido. Hence a dis¬ 
tinction between R. acris subsp. acris and R. 
acris subsp. novus, a native of Japan, is given 
here.
